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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The amendment to the claims is not considered to 
change the scope of the claims because the phrase "consisting essentially of is interpreted as comprising for the reasons set forth in 
MPEP 21 1 1 .03. Thus, the term "consisting essentially of" is interpeted to mean the same as "containing". Therefore, the rejection based 
on DeMott and Keck is maintained for the reasons of record. The applicant's arguments are not sufficient to overcome the rejections of 
record. The applicant argues that the Keck split filaments are not specifically microfibers. However, the rejection does not argue that Keck 
teaches microfibers. Instead Keck teaches that the split shape has advantages related to dirt and dust pick up as well as liquid retention 
(paragraph 29). Thus, the rejection argues it would be obvious to use the fiber shape taught by Keck to produce the microfibers taught by 
DeMott to improved the retention properties of the fabric of DeMott by changing the shape of the fiber. And as set forth (response, page 9) 
by the applicant the shape of the fibers would inherently create the capillaries which improve absorption which is suggested by Keck. Thus, 
Keck provides motivation to use the fiber shape as the shape of the fibers in the microfiber fabric layers to improve retention properties. 
Therefore, the rejection is maintained. 
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
